Most motorists are aware that they 
are required to stop behind street 
cars when street cars come to a stop 
to take on or discharge passengers, 
but many of them apparently are 
not aware that the law requires 
motorists to stop eight feet behind 
street cars.

Horn Should Be Used. 


It is of no credit to motorists as a 
whole that the automobile horn is 
about the most abused thing in the 


How 


| dictionary, or out of it, for that matter. 


Bad as the misuse of the automobile 
hor is of itself, it is made worse by 
the fact that the horn could be made 
an umusually effective instrument for 
safety. 

Inspector E. W. Brown, in charge of 
the Traffic Bureau, says the automobile 
horn, properly used, is essential to 
safety. The misuse that is made of it, 
however, is in danger of making it a 
nulsamce and menace. 

There are several occasions common 
with all motorists when the horn 
should be sounded. It should be sound- 
ed for children playing in the street. 
Children are apt to become engrossed 
in their play, and by sounding the horn 


guard. It should be sounded when the 
other vehicle might be obscured. There- 
fore it should be sounded on curves, 
at hills when another vehicle, chancl 
to be mear, cam not be seen.

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‘Derter’ Seta Wie Death 
In Diagnosis ; Ends Life 


Chicago, July 24 (A.P.).— After 
diagnosing his own illness and de- 
ciding that he could not recover, 
Dr. A. Charles Kubicek, a prominent 
and pioneer Chicago surgeon, shot 
and killed himself at his home to- 
day. He had been suffering from a 
respiratory infection. 

A few hours before the shooting, 
three physicians diagnosed his con- 
dition and told Dr. Kubicek that he 
had a chance to recover. 

“He apparently did not care to 
make a fight for recovery,” Dr. 
George Artz, one of the examining 
physicians, said.

HOMES AND TWO SAFES 


Richard Dorsey Confesses He 
Conducted One-Man 
Crime Wave. 


HIS FINGERPRINTS BETRAY 


Confessing to a series of robberies of 
homes in Montgomery County, and to 
the “cracking” of safes in two stores, 
Richard Dorsey, colored, yesterday aft- 
ernoon convinced Rockville authorities 
that they have solved the mysterious 
depredations which have terrorized 
home and store dwellers in German- 
town, Boyds, and other small commu- 
nities in the county. 

Dorsey’s confession was made yester- 
day after William E. Moody, Washing- 
ton fingerprint expert, had told Rock- 
ville police that prints made by Dor- 
sey were identical with those which he 
had taken at the store of the German- 
town Trading Co. after it hhad been en- 
tered and its safe cracked Thursday 
morning. 

Dorsey, who lives in Germantown, 
had been arrested Saturday afternoon 
by County Policemen Roy Bodmer and 
Harry Mason, and had been held on 
suspicion of having entered the Ger- 
mantown store. He told the officers 
and Chief of Police Alva Moxley that 
he had robbed several homes in Ger- 
mantown and other nearby communi- 
ties, but steadfastly denied that he had 
entered the Germantown store. 

Mr. Moody, who had been called in 
by the police and had taken ‘finger- 
prints from the safe in the store, 
which had apparently been opened with 
a sledge hammer, went to Rockville 
and finger-printed the suspect. When 
the expert’s opinion that the prints 
were identical was received by the 
police yesterday afternoon, they con- 
fronted Dorsey with the evidence, and 
it was then he confessed, they say. 

Dorsey, according to the police, also 
admitted that he had committed a 
similar robbery at Williams’ store at 
Boyd’s about a year ago. Cracking the 
safe there with a sledge hammer, he 
said, he took a cigar box full of silver 
change. He was unable to state the 
total in the box. 

The man said that in all such jobs 
he selected a store near a railroad 
track, and then studied the movement 
of trains, so that the noise of his activ- 
ities would be drowned by the roar of 
the engine.

Rutherford Calls Clergymen, 
Politicians and Financiers 
“Agents of Satan.” 


New York, July 24.—-By means of

SACCO STILL REFUSES

Governor’s Advisory Board in 
the Case to Begin Its 
Hearings Today. 


Boston, July 24 (A.P.).—Bartholomeo 
Vanzetti, sentenced to die with Nicola 
Sacco for murder, ended his eight-day 
hunger strike today by breakfasting on 
oatmeal, milk, bread and coffee at State 
prison. Sacco, however, maintained his 
fasting and Vanzetti took only a cup of 
coffee for dinner at noon. 

The men started their fasting on July 
16, as @ protest against what they con- 
sidered excessive secrecy surrounding 
Gov. Fuller’s investigation of the case. 

Gov. Fuller has definitely announced 
that he will pay a second visit to State 
prison either tomorrow or Tuesday to 
interview the condemned men again. He 
talked to them on Friday, when he also 
questioned Celestino Madetiros, sentenced 
Lo die for another murder, who has as-

The British interests 
in China for a long time have been 
opposed to extensive display of Amer- 
ican movies in China, alleging that 
they incite the Chinese to disorder 
through the inculcation of American 
democratic ideas.

| Vienna, July 24.—Photographs of the 


riots “Black Friday” in which 87 were 
killed, already have caused the convic- 


tion of 300 prisoners charged with 
burning the palace of justice, the post- 
office and a police station and killing 
four policemen. Half of these prisoners, 
the police report, are cld criminals and 
their presence at the demonstrations 
showed, it is held, that the Communists 
actually intended to precipitate a revo- 
lution. 

Evidence now being brought to light 
shows that young 15-year-old flappers, 
who have been listening to Communist 
speeches for years, actually were more 
bloodthirsty than the men, the little 
girls putting the brains of one man, 
whose head had been split open, in 
their pocket handkerchiefs, and several 
others killing the horse of a policeman, 


then quartering the animal. 
“Must Teach Courage.” 


“We must teach our men courage,” 
was their slogan, and even ‘Bedouin 
women, trained to goad their men on 
to battle, never were more bloodthirsty 
than the little girls brought up in 
Vienna, which before the war boasted 
of being the most civilized city in the 
world. 

Police Prefect Schober today in a 
statement insisted that the police 
showed the greatest forbearance in 
witholding firing on the crowd until 
policemen were beaten up and killed, 
and all three buildings had been fired. 
The policemen, when stormed in the 
jail, fled out the back way, putting on 
civilian clothes, women’s dresses, or 
anything they could find to avoid being 
torn to pieces by the enraged crowd. 

An inquiry already is under way, but 
the Socialists are so suspicious that 
many are quitting the party. Party 
leaders who have been in control in 
Vienna since 1920 are holding a meet- 
ing today for reorganization, which, it 
is expected, will mean the ousting of 
the radical elements.

HAVE PROFITABLE TRADE 


1,000 Children a Year Han- 
died by Agencies Annually 
in State, Paper Says. 


$100 FEE IN EACH CASE 


Special to The Washington Post. 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 24—Operation 
of “baby farms” in Wisconsin has be- 
come such a profitable business and so 
cleverly beyond the law as to create 
what approaches a traffic in the buying 


and selling of infants, the Milwaukee | 


Journal says in the first of a series of 
articles on the situation today. 


A woman investigator of the Journal | 


has discovered that registered nurses, 
practicing physicians and licensed mid- 
wives are included among the persons 
who are trading upon the fright of un- 
fortunate girls, the helpless existence of 
their unwanted babies and the ability 
of men to dodge the ceremony of mar- 
riage and shirk their responsibilities as 
fathers. 

According to statistics gatherd by the 
investigator, there are approximately 
1,000 children born out of wedlock in 
Wisconsin each year. It is from the 
mothers of these and the foster parents 
who adopt them that the baby farm 
operators are making their generous 
livelihood. It is a brokerage de luxe 
for profits in most cases are double. 
The amount the husbandless young 
woman is willing to pay for the secret 
disposal of her child is usually equaled 
by the amount paid the agency by the 
foster parents for obtaining the in- 
fant. The charge to the mother usual- 
ly is 850, which added to the fee asked 
of the foster parents nets the operator 
$100. 


One white-haired matron at Fond du | 


Lac told the investigator that: “If the 
mother is just a poor working girl who 
must find a job and pay me on the in- 
stallment plan, I will take complete 
responsibility for placing the child for 
$30. If her parents are willing to help 
me, however, I will charge more.” 

A Green Bay doctor told the reporter 
that the whole matter could be handled 
for $100 if the girl were willing to do 
a little work for her board. The doctor, 
@& prominent citizen and church worker 
in his community, assured the investi- 
gator that there would be little trouble 
in getting the prospective baby adopted. 

“There are ever so many people just 
waiting for these babies,” the physician 
said.. “I would be willing to guarantee 
that it will be placed before four weks 
have lapsed. We make this reasonable 
charge because many of the girls are 
unable to pay much and are still deserv- 
ing of care.”

LAW BY REGULATION. 


The creation of laws bv “regulation,’’ as 


practiced by certain executive branches of the 


Government, is often a misuse of the power 


which it was intended to confer upon officials 


of the Government. There is, therefore, much 
more than trade interest in the complaint of 
the druggists and users of industrial alcohol 
against a “regulation’’ which would make the 
holder of an industrial or medicinal alcohol 
permit responsible for the illegal actions of 
any of his agents. All that is needed to give 
this regulation the effect of law, pending long 
and costly test of its constitutionality in the 
courts, is the word of officials in the Treasury 
Department. 

According to competent legal authorities 
there is nothing in the statutes that would 
justify this ‘‘regulation.’”’ No parallel presents 
itself in the attitude of the law toward other 
legitimate businesses. It is as if the president 
of a bank were to be held criminally liable for 
the defalcations of his employes. The impli- 
cation is that every holder of an alcohol per- 
mit is a potential criminal, an insult which the 
druggists and manufacturers of the country 
who handle alcohol may well resent. 

The more fanatical prohibitionists hold that 
there can be no legitimate use for alcohol. 
Their demand is for ‘regulation’ which 
would reduce every bona fide handler of alco- 
hol to the level of a paroled convict. The law 
should, in their opinion, yield to ‘‘regulations.”’ 
It is a new theory of government, foreign to 
the lawmaking elsewhere intrusted, 
which all thinking persons should combat.

THE SAME OLD SHIP. 

The lumber dealer as a rule aims to dry the 
moisture out of his stock in the quickest man- 
Air-drying has been superseded 
by the kiln process in the mills as well as in 
the yards of the dealers. There are two 
reasons for this. One is that the drying 
process reduces the weight and consequently 
the freight charges. The other is that kiln- 
dried lumber is more quickly seasoned, and is 
more desirable for building purposes than the 
weathered material of the yards. 

Under such’ conditions it would appear in- 
credible that the Navy should have kept a ‘‘con- 
siderable quantity of live oak” submerged in 
the Pensacola Navy Yard for nearly 50 years. 
“This timber is now to be taken from the fresh 
water of the Commodore Pond after 49 years,” 
and is to be used in the work of reconditioning 
“Old Ironsides.”” The timber will be used for 
keels, 

Requisitions just approved by the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair of the Navy De- 
partment call for approximately 710,000 board 
feet of lumber, including oak, long-leaf yellow 
pine and Douglas fir, for the Constitution. 
The old ship will be completely rebuilt. All 
the original lumber will be replaced. When 
laid:down 130 years ago her timbers were all 
cut from the forests of New England. The 
“reconditioned” ship will be built from the 
timber growth of the North, the South and 
the far West, as well as the East. She will 
still be ‘‘Old Ironsides,”’ so far as her lines are 
concerned, but her rebuilding will remind the 
boys of the sixties of the old jackknife which, 
in spite of the fact that it had had “six new 
handles and sixteen new blades,” was still the 
old ‘knife of my boyhood whose memory ne’er 
fades.”’

ATTRACTING THE 'TOURIST. 


Tourists are abandoning the tin-can trail if 
the editors of the rural newspapers are‘ not 
misinformed. From all sections along the 
transcontinental highways come reports that 
the patronage of the camps is falling off with 
a corresponding increase in the business of 
the roadside dwellers whose signs announce 
‘tourists accommodated.” , 

Several ‘of the Eastern States have recog- 
nized the necessity for better sanitation of the 


' camps and rooming houses than have been fur- 


nished heretofore, and in many of the com- 
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munities the health officers have issued regu- 
lations that are rigidly enforced, which require 
the advertisers of ‘“‘accommodations” to fur- 
nish something more than “bowl-and-pitcher’’ 
toilet facilities. The camps themselves have 
been improved during the present season in a 
great many localities, and now instead of a 
small plot of bare ‘ground under a decrepit ap- 
ple tree are floors in place for tents, sheds in 
which electric cooking appliances may be used 
for a small fee and various other conveniences 
unthought of a yéar or two ago. 

There are more tourists traveling in the 
Eastern States this year than were ever known 
before. The householders along the routes 
most frequented who furnish “rooms for tour- 
ists’ have discovered that it pays to give a 
decent quid pro quo for the cash which the 
traveler is willing to leave behind, and further 
that a satisfied guest is the best possible ad- 
vertisement. One small town on the Susque- 
hanna trail which saw the wisdom of providing 
proper sanitation reports that there has not 
been a vacant room in any of its “accommoda- 
tion houses” since the middle of June, and 
that the overflow which has been compelled to 
“camp out” has found the camping sites sup- 
plied with every convenience that ingenuity 
could suggest, even to shower baths, such as 
were installed in the Army camps in 1916. The 
experiment has paid. 


CONTROL OF SMOKE, 
The Commission of Fine Arts has suggested 
that a conference be held between officials of 
the Bureau of Mines and the District govern- 


ment to discuss what steps may be taken to re- 
duce to a minimum the volume of smoke that 
issues from large heating and power plants 
during the winter months. According to 
Charles Moore, chairman of the fine arts body, 
the smoke nuisance can be obviated if proper 
heating plants are insisted upon. 

That Washington is comparatively more free 
of smoke than other large cities is not a rea- 
son why the public should look upon the 
problem with apathy. In former years the 
District was remarkably clean. Hard coal was 
in universal use, but of recent years conditions 
have changed, and soft coal is now used for 
heat and power. District furnaces as a rule 
are designed for the use of hard coal, and since 
most of them have not been readapted, use of 
soft coal therein has made Washington for the 
past two or three years unusually dirty. 

The problem is particularly important at the 
present time in view of the $50,000,000 Fed- 
eral building program. Large, beautiful 
structures are about to spring up. When 
completed they must be kept clean. Unless 
steps are taken to curb the smoke evil they will 
become begrimed in short order, 

There is reason to anticipate opposition to 
any attempt to tighten up the regulations goy- 
erning the operation of heating and power 
plants, for, unfortunately, building operators 
do not realize that careful and scientific con- 
trol of their plants constitutes genuine econ- 
omy. Smoke is a sign of imperfect combus- 
tion, and imperfect combustion means that 
the full thermal value is not being obtained 
from the fuel. Smoke is a sign of waste, and 
the building operator who believes in guarding 
carefully his pocketbook will not countenance 
its appearance from the chimneys of his prop- 
erty. 

The local antismoke ordinance is antiquated 
and inadequate, New legislation is needed. 
Much care should be spent in its preparation, 
so that with the new regulation it will be possi- 
ble to cope with any and every condition that 
may arise. Now is the time to begin work, so 
that the matter can be brought to the atten- 
tion of Congress early in the coming session. 


“NEWS PICTURES,” 

The relentless manner in which a reporter 
is supposed to follow out his assignment has 
been the subject of story, song and play. The 
characterization is often as much of a surprise 
to the flesh and blood newspaper man as it is 
to the public. In fiction and on the stage his 
powers of deduction, his’ bravery and his 
effrontery are astonishing, whereas if the truth 
be known he is very often a prosaic enough 
individual bent on doing his duty and making 
a living, just like his neighbors. 

The last few years have, however, produced 
type, without a Boswell as yet—tle 
uews photographer. The demand of newspaper 
editors and the public for pictures has made 
him a most important agency of the Fourth 
Estate. He goes where the reporter does and 
very often where the latter does not, for the 
camera can often get a story that is beyond 
the scope of the written word. The beauties 
of a human face or of nature’s works, the ex- 
tent of a disaster and the pageantry and color 
of somé celebration is often the more appre- 
ciated by being seen through the camera. 

Because of this photographers as well as re- 
porters’ follow in the wake of public figures. 
How a great man looks is considered as im- 
portant as what he may say, and it is always 
the most unusual] that is considered the best. 
A picture of a society favorite in the kitchen is 
considered better than the same person in an 
evening gown. The king of finance holding the 
plow makes a more striking picture than the 
same man at his desk, and the President of the 
United States in the habiliments of a cowboy is 
infinitely more interesting than the same per- 
sonage in a frock coat and a silk hat. 

Possibly no one of those countless thou- 
sands who saw either engravings or motion 
pictures of President Coolidge in the role of a 
rider of the plains got the idea that he enjoyed 
the impersonation. If truth must be told, it 
was much more amusing to the spectators. than 
the chief actor. The dignity of office and the 
austerity of a Vermont upbringing could not 
be submerged in chaps, a colored shirt and 
flaming handkerchief. The spurs were evi- 
dently an embarrdssment to locomotion. It 
was very apparently a compromise with the 
ubiquitous accompaniment to fame. - The 
camera demanded novelty and action. Before 
such a force not even the President of the 
United States can always have his way.

A few indus- 
tries continued to show quickening im- 
pulses, and wholesale trade appeared 
definitely on the up-grade, in an'icipa- 
tiom of the fall season. 

The steel trade was in receipt of many 
small orders of a hand-to-mouth char- 
acter, and mills as a whole were re- 
ported on an operation basis of 65 to 
70 per cent of capacity. Aggregate or- 
ders were in slightly greater volume 
than in the preceding week, although 
railroad buying was restricted. Struc- 
tural steel consumers came forwara 
with a very good inquiry. Pig iron 
prices were inclined to sag although 
sales were comparatively active. Some 
stiffening of resistence to price con- 
cessions on nails and wire was in evi- 
dence , 

Non-ferrous metals were slightly high- 
/er, the advance being particularly 
marked in copper. Heavy foreign buy- 

ing was reported; but domestic orders 
| were light. Estimates of the world’s 
,copper output indicated that produc- 
| tion is now falling behind demand. 


Decline in Auto Output. 


The approach of new models, which 
has unsettled the motor trade for sev- 
eral weeks, was again felt, as automo- 
bile manufacturers were operating at 
considerably less speed than a year

New York, July 24 (A.P.).—President 
Coolidge has, “as an outstanding char- 
acteristic, exceptional executive ability 
which, in any line of business, would 
insure his success,” Elbert H. Gary, 
chairman of the board of the United 
States Steel Corporation, declares in the 
current issue of Collier’s weekly. 

Gary’s comment is quoted in an arti- 
cle by Merle Thorpe about the Pres!l- 
dent's daily work. The steel man says 
the phenomenal growth of this country 
“has created and laid on the shoulders 
of the Presdent great economic prob-

“By 10 o'clock his round of appoint- 
ments begins. These last until at 12 
he receives delegations of visitors. After 
lunch more appointments, but these in 
the main are with persons whom he has 
asked to see. As a rule they are Gov- 
ernment executives—his aids.” 


U.S. Drug Exporters 
Are Leading World

Every country on the globe has been 
penetrated by American drug salesmen 
with the result that the United States 
is the world’s largest exporter of pre- 
pared medicines, the Commerce De- 
partment’s chemical division reported 
yesterday, declaring that this country 
also held first rank as a consumer of 
prepared medicines. 

The value of patent medicines and 
druggists’ preparations manufactured 
in the United States in 1925 was placed 
at approximately $320,000,000, while 
for the same period exports of this 
conimodity had a value of nearly $20,- 
00G,000. Great Britain, France and 
Germany were listed as the only com- 
petitors in the world market.

WEEK'S BOND TRIDING 
6 MARKED BY CHUTION 


Prices Move Up Quietly and 
Steadily; “Indigestion” 
Is Relieved. 


HIGH-GRADE GROUP LAGS 


New York, July 24 (Associated Press). 
Quiet but steady progress marked the 
movement: of the bond market last 
week. Pricés were generally firm, but 
this was attributable to particularly 
easy credit, due to the presence of an 
abundance of investment money, rather 
than any sharp development of demand. 
Buying in the listed market had an 
atmosphere of caution about it, indl- 
cating that the large surplus of recent 
new issues still exerted a considerable 
influence, 

That the market’s indigestion was 
in a way of being relieved, however, was 
| evident as offering syndicates which 
\have been supporting prices at high 
‘levels continued to dissolve one by 
| one. Movement of securities over the 
‘counter again went on at a brisk rate 
as quotations were brought down to 
points where buyers and sellers could 
meet on amicable ground. The most 
|recent of these banking groups to be 
disbanded was that supporting the 
Phillips petroleum issue. A break of 
5 points resulted and helped consider- 
ably in quickening confidence of trad- 
ers and investors. 

One of the features of the week was 
found in the revival of interest in con- 
vertible and other semispeculative 
mortgages. The Erie “D” 4s, favorites 
im mumerous active markets, egain 
started upward, once more attaining 
record price levels, these honds, which 
are convertible into Erie common stock 
| up to October 1 of this year, have been 
| strongly influenced by the movements 
lof the stock. Each $100 in bonds ls 
| exchangeable for two shares of com- 
; mon at the rate of $50 a share. With 
, the stock selling around 60, or a Iittle 
| better, it is natural that the bonds are 
quoted above 120. 

The careful buying of high grade 
liens, which showed signs of recover- 
ing at the beginning of the month, 
was continued in a rather temtative 
manner, but displayed little tendency 
to gather momentum. A demand per- 
sisted for such railway issues as Chesa- 
peake Corporation 5s and some of the 
Seaboard Air Line bonds, as well as a 
number of first class industrials. Pub- 
lic Utility liens were not partictlarly 
active with the exception of Third Ave- 
nue 5s, which were briskly accumulated 
for special reasons and moved up stead- 
ily to new high prices, in the main fol- 
lowing the trend of the stock on the 
“big board.” 

New issues in contemplation present 
no immediate effect of adding to the 
complications created by new material 
remaining in portfolios. A few of 
fairly large proportions are reported 
just over the horizon, such as the Co- 
lombian loan, which has not yet been 
effected; a possible $20,000,000 offering 
for an oil company, said to be pure oll, 
and a few others. Gossip concerning 
the large advance to the Republic of 
Poland seemed to have died down since 
the arrangement of the $15,000,000 in- 


issue nevertheless is expected to be 
forthcoming some time in the fall. 

That Dr. Hjaimar Schacht, president 
of the German Reichsbank, had ar- 
ranged a credit of $25,000,000 or more 
for his institutions was a development 
during the week.. A large group headed 
by the International Acceptance Bank 
is understood to be concerned. 

The United Steel Corporation (¢(Ger- 
many) issue is due this week. 

The Detroit International Bridge Co. 
64%, and 7 per cent issues, aggregating 
$20,000,000 led the new issues of the 
week in volume. Total new offerings 
amounted to about $73,000,000, against 
$67,000,000 in the preceding week, and 
$112,000,000 in the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1926.

A controversy is raging among Con- 
tract players as to whether initial bids 
should be made with practically the 
same strength as at Bridge, or only 
with materially greater strength. Nam- 
ing a suit gives valuable leading tn- 
formation to the partner and frequent- 
ly this information prevents an ad- 
verse game which otherwise would have 
been obtained easily. At Contract, 
when facing a partner who Is prone to 
jump a one-bid to a game-goer without 
a holding which justifies so unusual a 
jump, it is obviously advisable to bid 
most conservatively; but when facing 
& partner who appreciates that the 
original one-bid may have been as a 
feeler and for informatory purposes 
and who will not jump it unduly, the 
bid is often of great value. It has a 


deterrent effect upon the adversaries 
and enlightens the partner. It should 
be made in almost every case in which 
it would be made at Auction Bridge, 
unless the bidder is vulnerable. In

On Golf Shoes 


ACH year sport is becoming an in- 
creasingly important part of the 
summer routine, and it is there- 
‘fore but natural that sports clothes 
‘should have a prominent place in the| 
summer wardrobe. No item of sports 
attire is more important than shoes; 
unless a man is comfortably and prop- | 
|erly shod, there can be no pleasure or) 
satisfaction for him in the game he is | 
playing. 

It has been generally conceded by 
golfers of international reputation— 
professional as well as amateur—that 
the most satisfactory golf shoes is the 
moccasin type of shoe. This shoe has 
much to recommend it. Its construc- 
tion is such that it is as watertight as 
it is possible to make any shoe, and, 
;}moreover, this same type of construc- 
| tion is responsible for the great com- 
fort that it affords. Some golfers pre- 
fer spiked shoes, while others stick to 
the crepe rub der soles. But, whatever 
one’s preference as to the sole, it is 
possible to have it with the moccasin 
upper. 

While this type of shoe is excellent 
for the golf course, it is not in the 
least suitable for wear around the club- 
house after the game has been fin- 
ished. For that reason, it is the cus- 
tom for golfers to have an additional 
pair of sports shoes in their lockers so 
that after they have had their shower 
and changed back into flannels they 
can put on a pr'r of shoes similar to 
those illustrated in the upper draw- 
ing. Shoes of this type usually have 
leather soles and heels, although very 
often a flat rubber sole is worn. They

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| HOW TO KEEP WELL 


y DR. W. 
FILIPINO LEPERS ARE FAST 
DISAPPEARING. . 

EN. LEONARD WOOD, having re- 
turned from several years of duty 
in the Philippines, and having 

discussed the situation there with Presi- 
dent Coolidge, gave a semiofficial inter- 
view, in which the following statements 
occur: 

“Crime is low. Health is good. There 
is no hunger.” 

A great feat, considering that the 
country is tropical, a large part of the 
population is not more than semicivil- 
ized, and regard for the laws of sanita- 
tion is something new to the people. 

The subject, “Health Is Good,” he de- 
velops a little further, giving this detail: 

“Under the new! method of treatment 
in the Culion leper colony 1,000 lepers 
have been cured and set free. We are 
going to get rid of leprosy. There are 
5,000 lepers there now and medical men 
are studying our methods.” 


Gen. Wood is a physician, although 
he is not working at his trade. He was 
in charge of Cuba when they got rid of 
yellow fever, took the mal out of ma- 
laria and drove out the mosquitoes and 
the flies. If Gen. Wood says we are 
going to get rid of leprosy that disease 
might just as well accept its fate. 

Besides, other places have shown that 
the disease is not difficult to control. 
Nearly ten years ago Norway had de- 
creased the leprosy among its people by 
about 80 per cent and it expects to have 
the other 20 per cent cut off in a few 
years. 

We are curing the leprosy situation in 
the United States. We started late and 
we are just getting up speed, but we are 
curing cases, and the end lies around a 
few bends in the road. The method we 
are using is that used in the Philip- 
pines. The lepers are sent to a com- 
fortable hospital, where they are given 
humane, scientific care. 


The specific treatment given is chaul- 
moogra oil properly prepared. This oil 
has been in use for a number of years 
and its power to bring the disease un- 
der control is established. The prepa- 
rations made from it are being im- 
proved from time to time. Chaulmoogra 
grows fn a section of the tropical East, 
where tigers and other man-eating ani- 
mals are thick. Our Government has 
specimens of this tree planted in vari- 
ous sections of the country and hopes 


'to have a domestic supply of the oil 
before the disease disappears. 


These leper colonies are reasonably 


safe places for well people to live in.

Now that the “bunk” and the mock 
heroics have died out the doctors and 
nurses in these colonies go about the 
day’s work with a proper regard for the 
dangers and the duties of life, but they 
do not drop tears of self-commiseration 
as they move around. Leprosy is only 
mildly contagious. 

When Gen. Wood says 1,000 lepers 
have been cured and set free he means 
that they no longer have symptoms of 
the disease, and they have gone back 
home and oftentimes tre at work; but 
they report for a periodic examination.

In fact, ordinary 
cases of ringworm in nonhairy areas 
are generally cured by home remedies 
without having the services of a phy- 
Sicilian. This is done by painting once 
daily with tincture of iodine and after 
that applying sulphur ointment once 
a@ day or oftener. If this does not 
speedily cure a ringworm in a bare area 
it will be well to check the diagnosis.

TURNING POINT IS DUE

Washington Officials Not Con- 
cerned Over Advices Eng- 
land Will Not Retreat. 


(Associated Press.) 

The forthcoming week is regarded 
here as holding out the possibility of 
clarification of the atmosphere at the 
Geneva arms parley. 

This view of the situation also was 
reflected in press dispatches from 
Geneva, where “1e general impression 
was represented as to the effect that 
the next few days would prove a turn- 


ing _ vin. in the negotiations. 

Apparently officials, although unwill- 
ing to express themselves, hold the be- 
lief that such word as the British dele- 
gates carry back from their London con- 
ferences will do much to determine the 
future course of the tripartite negotia- 
tions. 

While proceedings at Geneva and 
London evoked no comment from Wash- 
ington officials over the week-end, the 
suggestion, however, was made that if 
there should be no compromise on the 
question of cruiser tonnage and arma- 
ment, there obviously could be no 
agreement. 

Officials here were Known to be look- 
ing forward to the possibility of the 
British policy at Geneva coming up in 
the House of Commons for discussion 
today. While this question is to be 
decided at a meeting of the British 
cabinet this morning, it was apparent 
that officials here felt such a discus- 
sion probably would do much to em- 
phasize the points at issue between the 
conferring powers. 

A dispatch telling of a call today by 
W. C. Bridgeman, first lord of the ad- 
miralty and chief of the British Geneva 
delegation, upon King George for a dis- 
cussion of the progress of the confer- 
ence, strengthened a belief here by 
some that whatever word the British 
representatives take to Geneva will 
represent the final extent Great Britain 
will go toward reaching an agreement. 

Meanwhile, there was no indication

GOES TO NORTHWEST 


Members Seek to Finish Work 
in Rockies Started by 
Walcott. 


An expedition headed by Dr. R. 5. 
Bassler and Dr. Charles E. Resser has 
been sent by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion into the mountainous Northwest to 
complete the unfinished mapping of the 
stratigraphy of the Rockies started by 
the late Dr. Charles D. Walcott, who was 
secretary of the institution.
